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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification makes reference to tables however no tables are included in the 
disclosure. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: 

Support for claim 3 cannot be found. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The terminology "the grain sizes" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kawata (6,184,165) or Sugimoto et al (6,458,734) further in view of one of Fukuda et al 
(5,827,792) or EP 0473347. 

Kawata teaches a dielectric porcelain including a (BaNdSM)Ti0 3 main 

component and a secondary component including SiC>2, MgO, B2O3, AI2O3, ZnO , 

BO and CuO, (see column 2, lines 45-58 and examples of Table 2). 

Sugimoto et al teach a dielectric composition including (BaNdSM)Ti0 3 main 

component and a secondary component including Si0 2 , MgO, B 2 0 3 , Al 2 0 3 , ZnO , 

BaO and CuO (see column 2, lines 10-54). 

The primary references fail to teach the presence of Bi 2 0 3 . 

Fukuda et al teach a dielectric composition comprising (BaNdSM)Ti0 3 which 

further includes Bi 2 0 3 to lower the high temperature coefficient of resonance 

frequency and lower the sintering temperature (see column 4, lines 1-3 and 

Table 6. 

The EP reference teaches Bi 2 0 3 lowers the temperature coefficient and raises 
the dielectric constant, page 3, lines 41-46. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to further include 
Bi 2 0 3 in the compositions of Kawata and Sugimoto et al et al because of the 
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taught improvement in temperature coefficient and dielectric constant as taught 
by the secondary references.
